Pasturing Hogs. 
Alfalfa and an Aid in the Econ- 
omical Production of Pork.— 
Unsanitary Methods of Feeding, 


Of the many forage plants, alfalfa 
is one of the most satisfactory for 
hogs, since it can be made a per- 
manent pasture and isrich in protein, 
making an excellent combination 
with corn or other grain, Theleaves 
are tender and the stem small, which 
make it easily fiasticated and it is 
very much relished. On the farm 
of Mr. W. D. Lang, one of the 
farmers who. is doing illustration 
work for the Commission of Conser- 
vation in Saskatchewan, some in- 
teresting results have been obtained. 
On less than one acre of alfalfa 55 


hogs were pastured during the sutn-| 


mer of 1912 for varying periods, 25 
hogs; several sows and one boar being 
pastured for four months, while the 
others were on for a shorter time. 
While on the pasture the only grain 
fed was one-half ton of shorts mixed 
thinly with water. About 500 bus- 
hels of barley and a little oats were 
fed in finishing and fitting the hogs 
for market in the fall and early 
winter. A little over $650 worth of 


pork was produced ata total cost of} 


not.over $300. Mr. Lang considered 
that by feeding it to hogs he received 
at least $1.00 per bushel for his bar- 
ley. Besides the economical pro- 
duetion of the pork, the maintenance 
of soil fertility by feeding the grain 
on the farm is a distinet advantage.

CONE SHAPED MOTOR CARS. 
Their Form Forces the Air to Help 
Them In Speeding. 

Paris is setting the style for a new 
type of automoubile, shaped like a short 
fat perfecto cigur, pointed front and 
back, which has enough merit and dis- 
tinction for some purposes to insure 
{ts appearance on American roads be 

fore long. 

In a var of this streanr line form 
the pointed or rounded cone back of 
the car is as important as the pointed 
front in reducing the resistance of the 
air. The nose of the car splits the air, 
and the air that is pushed aside squeez- 
es against the air farther away, so that 
for a. fraction of a second there is a 
layer of compressed air round the front 
of the swiftly moving car. Before this 
air can lose its compression the car has 
jumped ahead and this compressed air 
is at the back, where it expands quick- 
ly and by reason of the cone shape 
helps to push the car abeud. It is just 
like shooting a seed by squeezing it 
between your thunib and forefinger. 

The stream line form of birds largely 
explains their ability to make long and 
awift flights with comparatively little 
effort. Many birds get back from this 
zompressed air push from behind more 
than 90 per cent of the power they ex- 
pend in pushing abead. Man has not 
been able auywhere nearly to. equal 
the stream ‘ne form efficiency of the 
bird, but the value of these forms has 
forced their adoption in aeroplanes 
and is coming to affect the shapes of 
all speed vehicles. 


Bavaria'’s Roya! Doctor. 

Prince Louis Ferdinand of Bavaria, 
who has been granted permission by 
the government to use the university 
buildings at Munich for the purpose ot 
carrying on his medical practice, has 
aroused the medical professors of the 
Institution to complaint, They bave 
hitherto monopolized the university 
buildings and protest against such a 
privilege being grauted a practicing 
physician. The prince, who ts a sur 
gzeon of skill, does not charge any fee 
and usually gives medicines to the poor 
without charge. His practice has 
grown to such an extent that bis pa- 
tients cannot be accommodated at the 
palace, 


The Revenue Cutter Service. 

During the fiscal year ending tn 
June, 1912, the revenue cutter service 
of the country had returned $4.36 in 
the form of property saved from the 
seas for every dollar which the govern- 
ment invested in this arm of the serv 
ice. In addition 10€ lives were saved, 
2.212 persons on board vessels were 
given assistance, and 275 persons ip 
distress were taken on board and cared 
for. The value of vessels assisted, in- 
cluding cargoes, was $10,545,573. To 
accomplish this work twenty-five cruis- 
ing cutters and eigbteen barbor ves. 
sels and.launches were actively ev- 
gaged.—Argonant.

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EXPERT LIARS 


fn Efizabeth’s Day Boasting Was « 
Great Accomplis' ..ent. 


In the days of Good Queen Bess few 
kinds of entertainment were more 
popular than the game of “brag,” in 
which the hres went to the competi. 
tor who was . ijudged by the audi 
ence to have emulated most succesa- 
fully the example ef Aunanias, of du- 
bioug memory. It may. perhaps, be 
surmised not unedkentakly. that tha 
popularity of this form of amusement 
was dve te the fact that the art of 
novel-writing was unknown in those 
days. Writing in 1580, an old author 
says, “Lying with us is so loved and 
allowed that there are many tymes 
Famings and prizes there’Jt, purpose- 
y to encourage one to outlye anoth- 
er.”” The custom persisted until more 
recent times, and as tate as the eigh- 
teenth century “‘liars’ clubs” were a 
common feature of London life. ‘One 
of the best-known of these clubs met 
fcr many years at an old hostelry, 
now vanished, known ‘as the Bell Tav- 
ern, Westminster, and ths most im- 

rtant of the rules of this confratern- 
ty of liars ran as follows: 

“Whoever shall persumie to speak a 
word of truth between the established 
hours of six and ten, within this wor- 
shipful society, without first’ saying 
“By your leave, Mr. President,” shall 
for every such offence forfe't one gal- 
lon of such wine as the chairman shall 
think fit.” 

In Elizabethan times “lying for the 
whetstone” was a regular part of the 
amusement at village festivals. Why 
the whetstone should have been se- 
lected for the somewhat unenviable 
distinction of being the prize in these 
orgies of mendacity is not quite clear, 
but it has been suggested that the ex- 
planation is to be found in the apo- 
eryphal (very!) story of King Pris- 
cus’s whetstone having been cut in 
two with a razor. Another theory ia 
that the whetstone was chosen as the 
most appropriate trophy because of 
the ‘‘wheting” of the wits which was 
necessary for the telling of ‘‘whoppers” 
of due enormity. Afropos of this, a 

cod story was told at the expense cf 

ir Kenelm Digby. Digt, bad been 
traveling on the continent, and on 
his return boasted of having seen the 
pabenneosss stone. ‘‘Perhaps,” aid

No less a person than a bishop was 
once discomfited in amusing fashion 
at one of these village lying competi- 
tions. Porteus, Bishop of London, was 
traveling in Essex, and outer at 
the little town of ‘Coggleshall. to 
change .horses. There wis a great 
crowd in the market place, and, on 
the bishop asking what was the mat- 
ter, he was told that it was the day 
on which the whetstone was awarded 
to the biggest liar. Righteously in. 
dignant ut the prevalence of so de- 
moralizing a custom, the worthy pre- 
late upbraided the crowd with pious 
fervor, concluding his discourse with 
the emphatic declaration, “I never 
told a lie in my life.” Whereupon the 
chief umpire, after brief consultation 
with his fellow-umpires, stepped for- 
ward, and, proffering the whetstone, 
said, “My lord, we unanimously 
award you thé prize.’”

All he cculd see of the party of four 
was portions of their legs and occas- 
ional boots. As Jordan was some- 
what of a connoisseur in the last- 
mentioned article of dress, the limit- 
ed area of vision interested him more 
than it would most people.

Milking Machines

ToLo BY His TEETH 


Teethmasks More Reliable in Crime 
Detection than Finger Prints 


The case of the burglar who was 
recently identified in Paris by the 
marks of his teeth in some fruit he 
had bitten and left behind, led a Lon- 
don dentist to comment on the valiie 
of the teeth and palate for purposes 
of identification: It recalls, too, the 
researches of Dr. Paul Prague, of 
Vienna, who more than five years ago 
declared that a long series of experi- 
ments. demonstrated that the palato 
never Changes from childhood to old 
age, and that identification by this 
means ts even more certain than by 
means of finger-prints. 

The gums and palate, said the dent- 
ist referred to, are an infallible test of 
identity. No matt-? how a person 
changes in facial expression and in 
general appearance, the gums and 
palate remain to assure him and oth- 
ers that his identity is the same. The 
sooner this fact is realized the better 
for one can state no limit to its use- 
fulness. Here is a Case that came 
directly under my own notice. 

A man of considerable wealth and 
of high social standing went on a tour 
to Africa. He disappeared, and 
though every effort was mace to trace 
him he could not be found. Mean- 
while difficulties arose concerning the 
disposition of his property. There 
was no evidence of his death, and pre- 
sumption of death was refused by the 
court. Reports arrived later to the 
effect that he had been murdered by 
natives and it was stated tl... his body 
had been buried in an African village. 
As it happenéd, I had made the man 
a set Of teeth and still retained the 
cast of the mouth. The ioan’s bro- 
ther went out, returned with the skull 
and I found that the cast I had taken 
fitted -the mouth of the dead man. 
That was sufficient. The death was 
presumed, and the estate duly admin- 
istered. 

The palate test ig infallible, and 
should be used by our detectives. A 
cast of the mouth of every criminal 
could easily be taken, and would 
prove more effective end reliable than 
the much-vaunted finger-print tystem.

Mixed Fare ‘armers’ Interests. 


The summer dullness seems to 
prevail in the live stock markets, 
with prices in the east high and ex- 
treme warmth) prohibiting long ship- 
ments. The shippers generally are 
turning their attention to the coast 
trade, and several carloads of cattle, 
sheep and hogs have been shipped 
out of southern Alberta in the past 
week to the coast. Edmonton has 
also drawn heavily for supplies from 
this section, and especially is this 
true in regards to mutton sheep. 
The demand for mutton steep is 
atrong, with prices firm, the offerings 
being light because of the fact that 
sheepmen have not graded their 
sheep since shearing. Mutton sheep 
have been bringing 5 to 5%c. a lb. 
at point of shipment, with feeders 


bringing 434 to 4%c. a pound, and| | 


there has been practically no de- 
mand for feeders until within a week. 
Several large herds are held at $4.75 
to $5 a head, and there is in quarin- 
tine at the line some 10,000 head 
that will be released within a few 
days, for which the owners are ask- 
ing $5 to $6 ahead according to 
grade. Hogs are aot moving very 
fast. because the large packers are 
not-inclined to buy them, and the 
warm weather does not permit of the 
smaller butchers handling many at 
a time. There is undoubtedly a 
carload of choice to fancy hogs weigh- 
ing 150 to 200 pounds in southern 
Alberta obtainable every day for a 
month hence, but they will have to 
be collected in small lots from neigh- 
boring farmers. The hog output of 
the fall will be large, and it is es-
